Many’s the time we have heard people 
remark that “they just don’t make cars as 
good as they used to.”’ Metal put in the mo- 
tors now isn’t as good, bodies are paper 
thin and nothing in late model cars stands 
up as well as it did in the older automobiles. 
Now it looks like folks who make these 
statements are going to have to get some 
facts to back up their arguments or be 
quiet. A business bulletin from The Cleve- 
land Trust Company dated November, 1956, 
came up with some data that proves cars 
of two decades ago didn’t last as long or go 
as far as present day models. 

For cars scrapped in 1954, the average 
life was estimated at 13.2 years. Those that 
went into the auto graveyard in 1941 aver- 
aged only 10.2 years; and in 1925, only 6.5 
years, As to mileage, the cars scrapped in 
1954 had averaged 115,000 miles. Those 
scrapped in 1941 had traveled an average 
of 85,500 miles, and for 1925 the figure was 
25,750, 

Thus today’s cars last longer than 
those of earlier years, and they are driven 
more miles before being consigned to the 
scrap heap.
